Workers Say They Were 
Not Mistreated by Lex- 
ington Physician—Gov- 
ernment Rests Case. 


Athens, Ga., June 7.—()—Negroes 
employed in a sawmill on the farm 
formerly operated by Dr. W. R. King 
in Oglethorpe county were given good 
food. bunked in a camphouse and were 
not mistreated, defense witnesses tes- 
tified todzy at the peonage trial of 
Dr. King in United States district 
court. 

Witnesses for the government had 
testified previously that negroes were 
tied while being transported from the 
stockade in Atlanta to the sawmill, 
were whipped with buggy traces, made 
to sleep on a pile of hay and given 
little food. 

The government rested its case sud- 
_|denly at noon without placing on the 
stand James Felton, a negro who 
formerly worked on the farm and 
whose statements to officers in Dan- 
ville, Va., about alleged peonage con- 
ditions on the farm, preceded the open- 
ing of the trial here yesterday. Felton 
was here, but District Attorney B. 8. 
Deaver made no announcement as to 
why he was not placed on the stand 
or whether he would be used in re- 
buttal. 

Government Testimony Refated. 

Government witnesses testified that 
five negroes who had been taken to 
the sawmill from the Atlanta stock- 
ade and who escaped were whipped 
and put in jail, but W. G. Kell, who 
said that he and Lewis Andrews rent- 
ed the mill from Ur. King, refuted 
this. testimony,

Montgomery,. Ala:, June 1—P)— 
Admittedly facing a monumenta] task 
in writing into the statutes of the 


$4,000,000 additional money fer the 
state treasury, a highway and educa- 


‘| tional program calling for an equal 


increase in order that the state may 


keep apace in these fields, -the Ala- 
bama legislators returned to the capi- 
tol today to begin the summer session 
which will continue for. the next three 
months. 

Thirty-two legislative days remain, 
18 having been consumed at the short 
session held in January. In order to 
‘put the greatest amount of work into 
the short time allotted one-day . ses- 
sions followed by three-day recesses 
w.'l probably be in order. The recess 
periods will give the law-makers time 
to frame the bills un for passage and 
to dispose of them in short order dur- 
ing the official legislative days. 

The legislative recess committee on 
finance and taxation has drawn up a 
bill recommending additional taxes on 
tobaccos with another levy on. min- 
erals, hydro-electric power and fail- 
roads but objections have been voiced 
even before, the proposals were pre- 
sented on the floor of the legislature. 
Other measures are in the making 
which will substitute those to be 
offered which are in the form of a lux- 
ury or “nuisance tax” and will call 
for taxation from other sources. 

Representative G, O. Miller has al- 
lready announced his intention to offer 
-a bill imposing a $2 tax per horse- 
power on all energy developed in hy- 
dro-electric plants. ‘This, he says, will 
pour into the state treasury $2,400,- 
000 annually. 

The law requires that the revenue 
bill be delivered to the governor not 
later than the 45th legislative day in 
‘order that he might consider it before 
|expiration of the term on the 50th day. 
To this end plans are being made to 
have the measure ready within two or 
three weeks. In the past such has 
been retarded because of strenuous op- 
position to many proposals in the reve- 
nue bill,

‘At the recent méeting of the 
Georgid Bankers’ association Judge 
Charles H. Brand, of Athens, a mem- 
ber of congress, for many years in- 
terested in banking, and a member 
of the house Banking and currency 
committee, urgéd that the Georgia 
laws be amended so that depositors 
shall be given first place in the pre- 
ferred class of creditors, in the 
event of a bank’s insolvency, in- 
stead of the fifth, and next to last 
place, as at present. 

Depositors in any bank should 
feel that they would be given first 


iy) | preference in the eVent of a failure, 


and not merely clothed with the au- 
thority to draw out of the bank 
their own money if the event of a 
bank’s continued solvency. 


Economic conditions, of course, 
may arise that will embarrass a bank 
in spite of the rigidity of governing 
laws, but they are few, and it should 
be the obligation of the legislature 
to provide that a bank shall not fail, 
that is as far as it is humanly 
possible to do so. 


In his address before the Georgia 
Bankers’ association, Congressman 
Prand said: 


_ “There is more suffering in Georgia 
on account of broken banks due to 
losses to depositors than any other 
one thing, and I think it is high time 
that the Georgia Bankers’ association 
and this convention, which is com- 
posed of men of experience and a 
sense of justice and fairness, should 
get active and take some interest in 
behalf of the depositors. The sitya- 
tion calls for something more than 
passiveness or inaction on the part of 
the Georgia Bankers’ association. The 
bankers of this state may as well 
meet the issue by proposing or sup- 
porting some constructive legislation 
which will afford protection to de- 
positors. It would be almost a crime 
if the general assembly of this state 
at its next session does not do some- 
thing to protect the depositors. I 
don’t see how any banker or any 
member of the general assembly can 
afford to offer any opposition to the 
suggestion which I have made to you.” 


We may commend these _ re- 
marks to the Country Bankers’ as- 
sociation. . 


Constructive legislation is the 
antithesis of radical legislation, and 
while laws governing banks should 
not be burdensome or unfair, and 
should permit them to be of the 
greatest service, consistent 
safety, the legislature in framing re- 
visions, should be guided by the 
one outstanding fact that a bank is 
the legal custodian of trust funds, 
that sueh funds are sacred, that by 
the very nature of the trust they 
should be first preferred in event 
of emergency, and that the system 
of organizing banks for the sole pur- 
pose of giving inside combinations 
Opportunities for using trust funds 
for private businesses and specula- 
tions must stop.

TEN DOLLARS’ WORTH OF 
HEALTH. 


A dozen cofrespondents daily ask 
how much this and that treatment, 
operation, examination or other serv- 
ice will ¢ost, and I never knew how 
much. Some of these queries relate 
to health examinations, and I can’t 
even inform readers how much a 
good health examination will cost. I 
can tell them what it is worth if they 
will give me an estimate of the value 
of health ur life, to figure on. 

_In the first place, a health examina- 

tion is no set system or procedure. 
The examination must be arranged or 
adapted to the individual require- 
ments. An examination that would 
record the state of health pf a boy 
14 years old would scarcely suffice for 
a woman 40 years old, Then, too, the 
privately sought periodie health ex- 
amination must.be conducted along 
the lines indicated by the individual’s 
special trouble or difficulty, for al- 
most invariably the individual who 
seeks such examination has some 
trouble which, ip fact, leads him to try 
this way of getting at the cause and 
finding a proper remedy. 

As nearly as I can determine from 
seattcred reports from readers, a 
straight physical examination of this 
kind, without any special tests of a 
technical nature, takes an average of 
ane and costs an average of 


If the examination, thoroughly 
made, leads to the conclusion that you 


‘are perfectly well without exceptions. 


then you have bought 810 worth of 
health. You came under examina- 
tion, because you were a little worried 
about vomething. a little doubtful 
about the state of your health. That 
worry or doubt is dispelled by the ex- 
amination, or rather by the result or 
conclusion from the examination. Fee 
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for removal of worry. ten bucks. Lots 
of péople pay $20 or $25 for it, to a 
middleman, a mail order house that 
employs the doctor for customers whic 
feel diffident about dealing directly 
with the doctor. The middleman 
usually pays the doctor about $5, 
sometimes only $5, atid the rest is 
gravy for the house. Of course cus- 
tomers receive, or, 18 or 20 cents’

there is clear lack of jutisdiction over 
them ‘by the federal courts. 


The Fields of the Courts. 

It has been held almost uniformly 
since the adoption of the federal con- 
stitution that the courts of the states 
cannot be interfered with-or controlled 
in their plenary juriediction over 
crimes eommitted against the laws of 
a state. ” 

The judicial power of the United 
States is clearly set out in the third 
article of the federal constitution. 
Alexander Hamilton, John Jay, James 
Madison, James Wilson and others 
explained minutely to the state con- 
ventions which ratified the constitu- 
tion that in all cases of crime, as 
murder, theft, arson and the like, the 
authority of the state is supreme and 
cannot be controlled by federal power. 

The supreme court of the United 
States has simce rendered many de- 
cisions to the same effect and has 
only consented to take jurisdiction in 
such criminal cases as presented a 
clear question of constitutional right 
or immunity. 

In the celebrated Leo Frank case 
from this state and county the su- 
preme court refused to assume juris- 
diction under a writ of habeas corpus 
and would not arrest the course of 
justice as administered by the courts 
of the state. 

- * 
The Pleas in Pending Cases. 

It is pointed out by compéteut con- 
stitutional lawyers that the petitions 
in these Swain and Johnson cages 
don’t present any constitutional ques- 
tion that authorizes the federal courts 
to assume jurisdiction over them. 

In one case the ground of appeal is 
that the constitutional right of the 
condemned man had been violated in 
the course of his trial in the state 
court, because the jury went outside 
of the courthouse without the com- 
pany ofthe presiding judge or the 
defendant to obtain evidence on the 
scene of the shooting. That is said 
t» have violated the right of the 


defendant to be present at all stages 
of his trial. 


But the authorities say that sueh 


right is given*by the state and should | 


be pleaded in time and guaranteed by 
the: state. The riolation, if it was 
done, raises no federal question. The 
amendments contained in the so-called 
“bill.of rights” in the federal consti- 
tution apply only-to the rights of de- 
fendants in federal courts and have 
always been held to have no applica- 
tion to the tates or their courts. 

Hence, the constitutional lawyers 
consulted by the writer will look 
with eager interest to learn whether 
and why the federal © circuit court | 
will assume jurisdiction in the prem- 
1ses. ; . 

. « . ? 
The Right to Counsel. 

In the other pending case the right 
to appeal to the federal court is grant- 
ed on the ground that the defendant 
was not allowed sufficient time to 
fully consult with cotinsel before be- 
ing put on trial. 


But it is pointed out that there is 
no provision in the federal constitu- 
tion that covers such right, especially 
in a case between a defendant and 
state. If he is entitled to such right 
—and he should be—the protection of 
it must come from the state No fed- 
eral constitutional right is involved 
and the lawyers seem generally agreed 
that the’ federal courts cannot guar- 
antee it. 

The adjudication of the cases will 
be of large importance in the admin- 
istration of the criminal laws of the 
state, 

Leading lawyers of the city ex- 
pressed gratification that Judge. Til- 
son, rather than refuse the appeals, 
has seen fit to send them to the federal 
circuit court for definitive settlement. 
That court’s decisions in them will 
serve to settle whether the Georgia 
authorities are to administer the crimi- 
nal laws of the state, or whether there 
shall be a new order of appeals from 
their final judgments to some of the 
inferior tribunals of the federal gov- 


ernment. 


The Good That May Result. 


So much complaint is voiced all 
over the country against the slow and 
defective enforcement of the protective 
laws against criminals, that a decision 
denying that federal courts may in- 
terfere with the execution of state 
criminal laws in cages where mani- 
festly no federal constitutional right 
is involved, will Be welcomed as an 
aid. to justice. 

There has been a. growing fear that 
crime is tremendously pronidted and 
protected by dilatory privileges grant- 
ed to criminals upon technical and 
artificial grounds. 

Therefore, if the past decisions of 
the supreme court of the United States 
have not been sufficient to deter fed- 
eral courts .frot)h -nterfering with 
state courts in theif administration of 
cfiminal laws, it is high time that 
some case be pushed to where a final 
decision in the premises may be had. . 

Judge Cooley and other constitu- 
tional writers hold that federal courts 
can rightfully take jurisdiction in 
cases of crimes established by federal 
laws. In all other ey aye the 
state is supreme and its juWisdiction 
inviolable.

Brother “Stunned.”’ 


Declaring he was “stunned” by the 
news, Norman Carroll said: 

“Tt is a very sad blow. My brother 
is in very bad shape now. He shows 
no interest in what is going on about 


Carroll collapsed on the train @ring- 
ing him to Atlanta and remained in 
a semi-coma for several days after 
being taken to the hospital. His phy- 
sicians described the attack to nervous 
strain under which he bad been labor- 
ing during his long court fight to 
escape the prison sentence.

“If Attorney General Sargent order- 
ed Mr. Carrol! brought here, he sent 
the order to the United States mar- 
shal in whose custody the prisoner 
has remained since he was stricken,” 
said Warden Snook. 

In the event that-the penitentiary 
physician deems it necessary, Car- 
roll will be taken immediately to the 
prison hospital “until such a time as 
it is practical to cischarge him for 
regular duty,” Snook said,

Carroll appeared pale and thin and 
he was carried from his room at the 
City hospital and placed in an ambu- 
lance.

I am told there is a passage in 

the Old Testament which. makes 

the extinction of personality 

after death a motive for high en- 

deavor. I denied it. Am I right? 
No. The most likely passage to be 
thus construed is Ecclesiastes ix, 10, 
which reads: “Whatsoever thy hand 
findeth to do, do it with all thy 
might, for there is no work, nor de- 
vice, nor knowledge, nor wisdom .in 

the grave, whither thou goest.” 

These sentiments are not to be re- 
garded as an authoritative utterance 


Nor does the Old Testament, as 4 
whole, pass upon that tremendous is- 
su: in a clear and decided manner. 
The doctrine of immortality is un- 
wistakably announced in the New 
Testament, whose writers shared the 
confidence of Christ concerning oe 
sonal survival after death and asso- 
ciated its triumphs with all who be- 


lieve the Gospel of the Risen Lord. 
At the same time. there is a cer- 
tain nobility of feeling in the text. 
If this life were all, the majority are 
inclined to say, as St. Paul pointed 
out, “Let us eat and drink, for to- 
morrow we die.”’ Indeed, this is the 
maxim of myriads who 
vague acceptance of a future state. 
Not so the wise man of ancient 
Jewry. He will have none of the urge 
of folly based upon the brevity and 
uncertainty of existence, With rare 
insight and altruistic regard for the 
general welfare, he uses what he sup- 
poses to- be the endless sleep of death 
to enforce duty‘'s demand here and 
now, a sentiment worthy of the best 
non-Christian philosophy. 


New York City. 
What is the most dangerous 
type of citizenship we have to en- 
counter today?. And how can we 
obliterate its evils? 

The reply varies according to the 
predilections or antipathies of those 
to whom the question is submitted. 
The result is that pacifists, socialists, 
anarchists, atheists, prohibitionists 
and probably some of our fellow re- 
ligionists are nominated on the spot 
for this sinister eminence. 

But passion strangles justice and 
prejudice has more false witness bear- 
ing to answer for than even down- 
right hate. Experience demonstrates 
that citizenship is neither all white 
or all black, any more than men and 
women are either all wheat or all 
tares. The individual is the responsi- 
ble agent for the state’s welfare or 
injury. He must foster its good or its 
evil. By him alone is its course de- 
termined. The values of its government 
are insured by his moral stamina, 
and when they fail he is chargeable 
with their failure. 

‘Hence, the selfish and predatory 
motives in all of us are the chief 
peril of the commonwealth. They are 
too deeply embedded to be dislodged 
by rational or altruistic ideas. Their 
excision requires a surgery which 
neither education polities pos- 
Sesses, 

Let us look within ourselves for 
those hidden aims which we well know 
antagonize the general benefit. These 
are the worst elements of citizenship, 
and they are entirely beyond civic 
jurisdiction, whose functions neces- 
sarily are limited to external condi- 
tions. Only our personal dedication 
to a purer ethic of citizenship, to 
love, justice and brotherhood, can 
remedy the situation your. letter de- 
plores. : 

How this dedication is to be estab- 
lished upon a permanent and universal 
scale is the paramopnt issue which 
no political administration-can con- 
trol. It awaits what Dr. Chalmers 
finely called the expulsive power. of a 
new affection which drives out little- 
ness, meanness, baseness, and en- 
thrones justice and good will in the 


average citizen. ;

who have been awarded the Hubbard 
medal of the National Geographic so- 
ciety. 

This medal has been bestowed only 
seven times, the most recent recipient 
having been Commander Richard Eve- 
lyn Byrd, who received it at the hands 
of President Coolidge less thay a year 
ago “for his epochal achievement in 
first reaching the north pole by air- 
plane.” . 

Colonel Lindbergh’s citation prob- 
ably will read for his epochal achieve- 
ment in first flying an airplane from 
New York to Paris. The actual pre- 
sentation will be some time in the 
future and probably by © President 
Coolidge. 

Brothers in Conquest. 

Besides Commander Byrd and Lind- 
bergh, the only other recipients of 
the medal have been Rear Admiral 
Peary, discoverer of the north pole; 
Roald Amundsen, Captain Robert A. 
Bartlett. Grove Carl Gilbert, Sir Hen- 
ry T. Shackleton and Vilhjalmar Ste- 
fansson. 

Arriving here at noon Saturday 
from Cherbourg, Colonel Lindbergh 
will be greeted at the wharf by the 
first men to span the Atlantic in a 
plane, Commander A. C. Read. now 
commandant of the Hampton Roads 
Naval Air station, who in 1919 pi- 
loted the navy seaplane NC-4 from 
Newfoundland to the Azores and 
thence to Portugal and England. 

Commander Read was invited to at- 
tend the navy yard ceremonies by the 
semi-official reception committee, 
which announced that a special com- 
mittee of senators and another of 
members of the house of representa- 
tives also would be at the yard to 
welcome the flier. While he is in 
Washington, Colonel Lindbergh prob- 
ably will visit the spot at Port Myer, 
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across the Potomac river, which is 
historic in the annals of aviation be- 
cause there Orville Wright’s biplane 
made the first flight of history, rum- 
bling down a creaky launching rail, 
wobbling a bit in the air and then 
cruising around 57 1-2 minutes.

—. and oral selling by salespeo- 

e. 


“These three classes of selling are 


inseparafly linked and merged,” Mr. 
Dibrell declared. “Each is dependent 
on the other. In order to secure real 
efficiency, it is necessary that each 
be done well.”’ 

With the aid of charts, Mr. Dibrell 
showed how advertisements of the big 
New York Macy store are supported 
by special window and store displays 
and how special training in the quali- 
ty. type and value of the merchandise 
advertised is given salespeople who 
distribute it to the public. 

“We have trained teachers demon- 
str:te to the salespeople the various 
selling points of the merchandise 
which we advertise,” Mr. Dibrell said, 
“and in addition, we undertake the 
much greater task of training our 
sales force in the quality and attrac- 
tiveness of all merchandise in their 
reapective departments.” 

Mr. Dibrell showed how the Macy 
store has classified its advertismg, 
adding that newspaper space is not 
hought and need exclusively for the 
purpose of bringing customers into the 
store to purchase certain articles. 

“We have divided advertir-ng into 
four classes,” he said. “First is the 
offering at a stated price, designed 
to make immediate sales. Second +s 
what we term assortment advertis- 
ing, designed to convince the public 


that we have a wide and select as- 


sortment of every type of goods. Third , 


is style advertising, to teach 
the public that what we sell is right 
as to eut and color and fgbric, that 
it ig new and that it is “attractive. 
Fourth, there is institniional advertis- 
ing. which is intended to sel! our lo- 
cation, our policies and the human 
interest phases of the store.”

M. Rich & Bros. Co., who paid tribute 
to the business aggressiveness of the 
speaker and his rise to so prominent a 
position in the retail world.

“The committee is unanimously of 
the opinion that the government must 
do something definite towards relief 
and I am sure that congress will take 
such action.

“Fortunately, the engineers now 
studying this situation will have time 
to make careful investigation and re- 
port to congress as to what is best 
to be done to prevent further. occur- 
rence of such catastrophes ‘as that 
which has recently overwhelmed the 
Mississippi valley.

This was the case 
in particular after offieial advices be- 
came current that Kuropean wheat 
supplies are nearing exhaustion, that 
European cereal crops are backward, 
and that buyers in Europe are great- 
ly concerned over unfavorakbie crop 
reports from the American southwest 
attd as to adverse seeding conditions 
in Canada and Australia. 

Buying of wheat and also of other 
grain was likewise stimulated through 
reports from Springfield that there 
is more opposition being shown to 
the Kessinger bill, the measure in the 
state legislature, which it is charged 
is intended to put grain future trad- 
ing under control of political ap- 
pointees, ‘ 

Besides, it was announced that ves-

Corn rallied with wheat, but not 
until July delivery of corn had drop- 
ped to 98 5-8 cents on account of 
improved weather conditiens and be- 
cause of early disturbing legislative} 
reports from Springfield.

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UPREME COURT 
PROGRESS 6000 


Washington, June 7.—(4)—Chief 
Justice Taft reviewed the work of the 
supreme court today, confident that 
if the progress made during the term 


just closed can be maintained for two | 


years, the cases in arrears will be 
wiped out and the court will catch up 
with its work. 

“I am glad to say,” the chief jus- 
tice said in a statement, “that with 
the termination of this term I think 
there are very few cases remaining 
that came over from the period pre- 
ceeding the taking effect of the new 
law (enacted in 1925 and changing 
the jurisdiction of the court). It ap- 
years from the comparative statement 
of the business disposed of in the term 
running to June, 1926, there were 
left on the docket undisposed of 451 
cases and that in the term which
